_ article with ‘reference to Hainan, giving some 
interesting particulars concorning the main. 
result which may be anticipated. from open- 
ing it up to foreign trade. The mptier is 
ono of special intorest in Hongkong, not only, 
iu a trading point of view, but also because, 
as our contemporary poiuts out, it would 
have a directly beneficial effect in rogard to. 
two matters of great importance, namidy, the 
blockade of this port by revenue cruisers; 
and the eoolie traitic ‘which is carried on at 
tho neighbouring Colony of Macao. In re- 
gard to the former, thergys no question that 
tho diffienlty of which the Chineso officials 
complain in regard to the collection of their 
revenue is onc for which they ure themsplves 
responsible. If they could obtain their own 
Autios at the pluces of import, they would be 
under na necessity to stop junks either in 
this harbour or on the seas; but being un- 
able to guard their owa revenue, thiy sock 

‘to make thia Colouy perform this duty for, 
them. If,as is pointed out, with regard :to 
Hainan, the Chinese made arrangements for 
the effective cullection pf duties at all the ports 
to which foreign” goods are brought, there 
would be an end to the constant complaints 
of etiuggling in Hongkong. In a similar 
way, the sappression of the abuses connected 
with the coolie traffic must dopend wainly 
on the action which the Chinese take, If 
they continue to be perfectly supino ir. the 
matter, and will not exercise anything like a 
reasonable supervision, nothing i 
prevent the traffic from continuing. The 
fact ia that so far from cndeavouring to sup- 
press the coulie traffic, the petty Mandarins 
are often found to favour it, and to be sharers 
in the profits which can be realiged through 
their not being inconveniently watchful oa to 
what the brokers are doing. 

In-regard to both these matters, we find 
that the fault of the unfortunately defective 
Government of the Chinese is placed at the 
door of foreigners, aud it is curious ty notice 
that foreigners themselves often follow the 
same argument, and accept blame ‘with 
réspect to matters in which the Chinese Go- 

. vernment is really concerned, and for which’ 
the only ramedy can be soma improvement 
in the Government of the country: There 
can be little doubt that, to a certain extent, 
the results anticipated. {from the opening of 
Hainan in respect to the coolie trade will be 
produced This forms an clement. in. the 
watter which is worthy of consideration; and 
if in addition to the direct commertial ad- 
vantages which will acerue, the , opening 
Huinon tend to diminish the constant irrita-- 
tiou with regurd to revenue cruisers, tho 
Colony may be well congratulated on this’ 
step having been adoptéd at

Gonorally an Englishwoman ‘is 
more thoroughly beautiful and healthy than, 
a Fronchwoman. The principal cause of thia 
is tha “hygiene; the children ‘ride on horse. 
back, aro muck ‘in the open air, do not dine 
with’ their parents, do not cat stveetments, 
Moreover, the uerves are less excited, and the 
tomperament ia calmer, more enduring, less 
oxacting ;ewhat is tho most wearing in these 
BTS incessant and unsatisfied desirca. 
For example, in the Qrimea the French 
‘wounded recovored ‘less frequently than ‘the 
English, because they resigned themselves 
lesa yapidly. This is stil truer in the eul- 
tivated class, notably among the'wives; in 
their case, the uneasy orardent, bain deadena 
and dries up the springs of life; in our Alay; 
a wife mustaccept her condition, if she wislies 
to he Well. On the other hand, the English. 
woman is lass agreeable; she does not dresa for 
her husband, she does not know how to make 
a pretty woman of herself,-sho bas no talent 
for rendering herself. fascinating and enticing 
at home ; she is unacquainted with a number 
of fine and delieate graces’ she considers tt 
unwortly of her to employ minor means for 
re-awakening Jove or fondness; more fre- 
quently still she is not clever enough to in- 
vent them She pats ou bunlsome new 
dresses, is most careful ubout cleanliness, but 
nothing more; sho is tiot attrictive; one 
soon wearics beside her. Fancy a very, beat 
tiful pink peach, slightly juicy, ‘and alor.yside 
ofa perfuined atrawberry fult of favour. It 
is the same with respect té the other affer- 
tions, B-—~ says that they have more charm 
in Fronea when they are sincere and strong. 
In all things therois a turn, a manner, a da. 
gree; amoung thesentiments 
forethought, alténtions,certain phivses, the 
tone in which they aré uttered, the considera- 
U-tions, the caretakings which constantly. re- 
now and diversify the softer omotions. 
According to 0-——, an English woman is 
incapable of presiding in a drawing-room ag 
cleverly asa. Preach woman ; I mean 9 draw- 
ing-room like those of Paris in! which one is 
aniused ; he barely knows two or-three mar- 
ried ladios of his” country ‘who could do it. 
The Englishwoman has not sufficient tact, 
promptitude, suppleness to accommodate 
Teeselt to peregns and things, to vary a greet- 
ing, comprehend a hint, insinvate, praise, |" 
mako cach .guest"fecl that she thinks his 
presence of much consequenco. ‘She is affu- 
ble only, she morely possesses Iindness and 
sérenity, For myself, I desire nothing more, 
and I can imagine nothing better, But it is 
clear that a woman of the yond bet is to 
i 
a iaveting frequented and valued by the most 
distinguished persona of every species—~ 
requires ty avo wore .varied and a more 
delicate talent. O—— greatly adinires the 
fueility with which a young married lad: 
" among us gets to know the world, A month 
after her marriage she knows how to do the 
» honours to every sbody i in her house. In ke 
manner a sbopkeoper’a wife tukés her place 
at the desk the dny after her wedding—un- 
derstands the tricks of the trade, chats, 
suiles, retains tho customers, . I have seen 
tho.contrast in a restaurant at Dieppe. The 
French husband, always attentive and smil- 
ing, sped aroond the tables bowing and} ™ 
seraping, and scemed to také pleasure in 
waiting on the people ; bia English wife, atiff 
“and solemn, said in an icy tone to the persons 
rising from the table, “’ Ave yor paid, sir?” 
Sho nover suspected that such a question 
put in this way could amioy. Aas 4, compen. 
sation, my friends suid Ebat French politeness | - 
was but yeneer—an ornament; many fo- 
reiguers misinterpret it, You have received 
them well-ihey think you their friend, and 
are greatly eurprinad to be forgotten by you 
three dayaafterwards, Our obliging demon- 
strations are not ull the effect of true sym- 
pathy, but of natural goodness; wo per- 
form them, owing to cdueation, custom, os a 
matter of Honour, and evon a little thorough 
egotism. They are a proof of our good 
breeding ; wa vaguely feel that the same will 
he done us in retut y for o quarter. of an 
hour we ‘enter an dareoablo atmosphere of 
respect and mutual! civilities; we lay held 
of this pleasant opportunity, and we 
ourselves up to it, without it leading torn any 
result in our oyes, A picco of politeness is 
repaid by a piece of politeness, as one ance- 
dote by another aneedote. I havo repaid 
you ; the exchange nade, we are’ quits ; I go 
my way, you go yours ; neither of us hag any- 
thing more to claim from the other, save at 
the next meeting 2 amile and’ a bow. The 
Englishman is more ‘thoroughly cordial 
and servicsable. He puts himself to’ incon- 
venience fer the foreigner who is intro- 
duced to him; ie goes about to serve him; 
he gives himself trouble on his behalf. As 
well as I can decide from my own experience, 
this judgment is correct. In the first, place, 
Lhave never found the English selfish and 
disvourteous, as they. are represented to be. 
Tn London and in the country 1 hoveinguir 
ed my way hundreds of times; every one 
pointed it out, and several pave “thomselves 
trouble, accompanying ne far enough to. put 
ine in the right pathy In an omuibus or in 
a railway carriage, when I have requested 
my neighbour to inform me, he has always 
done so with good grace; when I attempted 
to converse, he did not smile at my blunders 
of speech, and he talked with mo in a kindly 
fashion, One evening lately, when on foat 
at some distance fram my hotel, a gentleman 
whom [ accosted wished 1o accompany ‘me 
hack, spoke in praise oft France, asked me 
what [ thonght of London, and shook hands 
With me 4t parting. Another, on a like 
occasion, mae me enter his carriage and 
drove mo tw a ‘cab-stand. The. newspapers 
aunuuneing the atrival of three’ thousand 
French Orpheonists, remarked that they 
must be welcomed with heartiness, in order 
that they wight return homo with a 
good opinion of Lagland. On no ‘single 
vecasion bas a policeman, on olfiial, a ‘cab 
man, or conductor been rude or. inadlent. to 
me. Tut what is altogether admirable, and 
perhaps -unique in Burope;is their manner 
of practising houpitality; I cannot think 
without grateful feelings of: that which-T 
have ‘received. The person to whom-one 
ypresents a letter of introduction does not 
consider himsclf quits by an invitation 
to diuner ; ho gives -you information, acts. a8 
- your guide; traces out your plan, charges him- 
aelf with occupying and amusing you, takes 
you to his club, introduces you to his friends, 
p takes you to: his pareuts, introduces you to 
his set of acquaintances, invites you to visit 
him at his country house, aud gives you 
other Ietlers of introduction when’ you take 
your departure. You end by saying to him, 
Adtbis is too much; I shall never be able 
to make a return in Paria‘for whut you have 
done for mo here.” ‘he like reception. is
